Despite DeCespedes’ Popular­

HAVANA, Cuba, Aug. 
1 4 —Alberta 
Herrera. Cuban dictator for a day, fled 
tor his lite today whHe Provisional 
President Carlos Manuel DeCespedes 
strove to restore order and two ll. S. 
warships stood in Havana Harbor, to 
protect American lives and property. 
The two American ships in the h ar­ 
bor were tile destroyers Taylor ami 
Claxton. Tile latter was anchored off 
Morro A Castle. A third warship was 
expected to arrive shortly from the 
Caribbean Sea. 
Herrera, former Secretary of War, 
followed the example of former Presi­ 
dent Gerardo Machada in fleeing from 
the angel* of Cuba’s newly liberated 
populace. He had hopes of obtaining 
the presidency himself, hut sentiment 
turned against him after U. S. Ambas­ 
sador Welles banned his succession to 
title office as an army man. 
Under cover of darkness, Herrera 
sailed for Kingston, Jamaica, aboard 
th** United Fruit Company’s steamer 
"Quirigwa.” The ship sailed 17 hours 
ahead of schedule to insure him pro­ 
tection. A huge guard of police and 
troops surrounded the docks and all 
traffic in the vicinity was held up for 
tVo hours. 
Ambassador Welles saw 
the former Secretary of War off be­ 
fore 
making arrangements 
for 
his 
flight and took precautions to guard 
against a possible attack. 
Meanwhile, the new President of 
Cuba, who took Hie oath of office yes­ 
terday, named his cabinet, reserving 
the post of Secretary of State for him­ 
self. 
Despite the general jubilee over De- 
Cespedes’ succession to tile Presiden­ 
cy* an attempt was made to assassin­ 
ate him four hours atter he took the 
oath of office. 
{’resident DeCespedes’ effort to re­ 
store order appeared likely to meet 
with succ ess.
